MP urges the council to 
refuse housing U-turn 


Developer submits a plan to make payment rather than build affordable homes

TOWN MP Robert Halfon has hit 
out after a developer’s bid to 
waive a duty to provide affordable 
housing on a new development. 

Last year Harlow Council 
approved an initial plan for a Suf¬ 
folk-based developer to build 


around the Grade Il-listed 
Churchgate Hotel (pictured), 
which itself is on the market. 

A condition of the planning 
approval was for some of the hous¬ 
ing to be classed as affordable. 

However the firm now wants to 
make an off-site financial con¬ 
tribution rather than sell nine of 
26 dwellings at a cheaper rate. 


Mr Halfon said: “We desper¬ 
ately need affordable housing for 
Harlow families and that was the 
original intention behind the 
development.” 

Harlow Council’s development 
management committee is expec¬ 
ted to make a decision on the 
U-turn in September.

Driver in hospital after 
accident on motorway

A MOTORIST has been taken to hos¬ 
pital after an air ambulance was 
deployed to a serious crash on the 
MU. 

Emergency services were called to 
the MU yesterday between Harlow 
(junction 7) and Bishop’s Stortford 
(junction 8) after reports of a two- 
vehicle crash involving a car and a 
lorry. 

Part of the response included an air 
ambulance which landed in a field 
next to the northbound carriageway 
of the MU. 

Two of the three lanes of the MU 
were closed by emergency services 
while they attempted to recover the 


vehicles and clear a fuel spill. 

Motorists heading north on the MU 
were being warned by Highways Eng¬ 
land to expect delays of more than an 
hour while a cleanup operation was 
carried out. 

An East of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice (EEAST) spokeswoman said: “We 
were called to reports of a road traffic 
collision on the MU northbound, 
between junctions 7 and 8. 

Scene 

“An ambulance crew, an ambulance 
officer and an air ambulance from 
Essex and Herts Air Ambulance 
(EHAAT) were dispatched to the scene 
to help. 

“The patient was assessed at the 
scene and then taken by land ambu¬ 


lance to the Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital for further care.” 

The spokeswoman for the EEAST 
said that the injuries that the person 
had suffered were not yet known. 

A spokesman for the Essex Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “Firefighters 
were called to assist at the scene of a 
road traffic collision on the MU bew- 
teen junctions7 and 8. 

“The collision involved a car and a 
LGV 

“No one was trapped in the vehicles, 
but fire crews assisted with a large 
fuel spill from the LGV. 

“Firefighters made the scene safe 
and left at 10:30am.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police 
said they were called to a road traffic 
collision between junctions 7 and 8 on 


the MU at 9.45am. 

“A blue Land Rover Discovery has 
collided with an HGV,” she added. 

“No one was injured but the 55-year- 
old driver of the Land Rover was 
advised to attend the Princess Alex¬ 
andra hospital in Harlow. 

Spillage 

“The road was closed for a short 
period of time. Lane three has now 
been reopened however, lanes one and 
two remain closed in order to recover 
the vehicles and for the fuel spillage to 
be cleared.” 

Despite the fuel spilling onto the 
carriageway a spokesman for High¬ 
ways England said that there was no 
expectation that resurfacing works 
would have to be carried out. 


Man hospitalised after being attacked by group 


A MAN in his 30s was reportedly 
attacked in Pittmans Field, Harlow, 
by a group of men. 

Essex Police attended the incident 
around 7.45pm on Saturday (August 


27) and an investigation is being held 
into the assault. 

The victim was taken to hospital 
and treated for injuries, which are 
not life-changing or life-threatening. 


It was locally reported that there 
was a large police presence at the 
scene and Pittmans Field was sealed 
off by officers.

believes they may have witnessed the 
incident, is asked to contact Harlow 
Police Station on 101 or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111. 


TWO Essex Police officers have been issued with 
final written warnings after a 16-year-old was strip- 
searched without an appropriate adult being 
present. 

The allegations centre around incidents in 2014 
when officers from Southend were tackling a gang 
who were suspected of being involved in the supply 
of Class A drugs. A 16-year-old boy was strip- 
searched, without an appropriate adult being 
present. 

After a five day misconduct hearing in Harlow 
that concluded on Friday (August 25), the panel, 
chaired by Siobhan Goodrich, ruled that officers 
PC Michael Brimfield’s and PC Ian Patterson’s 
behaviour had breached the Standards of 
Professional Behaviour. 

In the case of PC Brimfield, it was determined by 
the panel that his breaches of ‘Use of Force’, ‘duties 
and Responsibilities’ and ‘Failing to Challenge and 
Report’ paragraphs of the Standards of 
Professional Behaviour on August 4, 2014 and 
August 17, 2014 were proven at a level of gross 
misconduct. 

In the case of PC Patterson, the panel determined 
that his breaches of the ‘duties and 
Responsibilities’ paragraph of the Standards of 
Professional Behaviour on August 6, 2014 and 
August 17, 2014 were proven at a level of gross 
misconduct. 

After the hearing. Detective Chief 
Superintendent Steve Worron, of Essex Police, said: 
“We take our responsibility to protect vulnerable 
people extremely seriously. It was proven that both 
officers failed to exercise their duties properly in 
August 2014. 

They failed to consider the vulnerability of a 16- 
year-old boy adequately. 

The powers available to police officers to stop 
and search those suspected of being involved in the 
supply of Class A drugs are vital in tackling crime.

Proud Maureen 
completes nine 

years of study 
for her degree 
at the afire of 81

A HARLOW pensioner has com¬ 
pleted a nine-year university 
course at the age of 81 and says she 
feels education is a right for 
everyone. 

Maureen Topley who has lived 
in Harlow for more than 50 years, 
finished her Humanities and Art 
History BA honours degree with 
the Open University this July. 

Mrs Topley said: ” 1 was the 
oldest person on the course by 
quite a long way, 1 think the 
second oldest was in their fifties 
but most were just out of school. 

“1 was absolutely elated when 1 
completed the course.” 

Quest 

Mrs Topley enrolled on a six- 
year part-time course in 2008, but 
was forced to spread her studies 
over an extra three years due to 
two bereavements. 

But the retired nurse’s quest for 
knowledge has been with her for 
much longer. 

“Even as a small child 1 have 
always wanted to learn, but the 
opportunities were not the same 
when 1 was young,” she said. 

“1 have been attending art 
classes for many years - my teach¬ 
er was very inspirational so 1 felt 1 
had to do something with the

skills 1 had developed. Everyone 
should be able to learn - higher 
education is a right for everybody, 
not just if you can afford it.” 

Mrs Topley attended monthly 
classes at Writtle College, com¬ 
pleting countless essays in a num¬ 
ber of different topics on her way 
to achieving a third class honours 
degree. 

She said: “1 am not in paid 
employment but 1 have always got 
something to do - 1 cannot sit 
still. 

“1 have put myself in debt to put 


myself through the course, but 1 
am very lucky that 1 had some 
savings stored away.” 

The pensioner, who lives in Wil- 
lowfield, added: “My family have 
been so supportive of me - they 
were overjoyed when 1 said 1 was 
going to start the course and they 
jumped for joy when 1 had fin¬ 
ished.” 

Born in Campbeltown, Scot¬ 
land in 1936, Mrs Topley was 
placed in an orphanage when her 
mother contracted TB and died 
when she was four-years-old. 



She moved to London when she 
was 14 when her father turned up 
out of the blue to collect her from 
the orphanage. 

Her family feel it is this exper¬ 
ience which has made her the 
person she is today. 

Mrs Topley’s son, Paul, said: 
“Her experience as a child gave 
her a lifelong empathy with chil¬ 
dren and the vulnerable. 

“She is an inspiration to us 
children and grandchildren - we 


have all gone on to study under¬ 
graduate and postgraduate 
degrees. 

“We are so so proud of her.” 

Juggle 

David Knight, director of access 
in academic services at the Open 
University, said: “Studying with 
The Open University is 
something which is open to all, no 
matter what age. 

“The OU is the largest academ¬ 


ic institution in the UK with 
almost 170,000 students from all 
ages and are at different stages of 
life, many of whom juggle work 
and families at the same time. 

“At whatever age you gain your 
degree, it is a huge achievement 
and we congratulate Maureen and 
all those who have earned their 
degrees this summer.” 

Mrs Topley will graduate at the 
Barbican in London in March 
2018 when she is 82.

A GRANDMOTHER who broke 
her leg whilst playing in Harlow 
Town Park wants to thank the two 
good Samaritans who came to her 
rescue. 

Kim Groarke, 54, of Church 
Langley, Harlow, attempted to 
jump over a stream when she was 
with her grandson Morgan on 
August 10, around 3.45pm, but 
landed badly, breaking her leg and 
ankle. 

The mother of five and grand¬ 
mother of 15, said: “1 was with my 
daughter and her baby daughter 
(near Pets’ Corner) when it 
happened. 

“She was panicked and called 
for help while 1 was screaming in 
agony.” 

Kindness 

“Two men came over to help, 1 
don’t think they knew each 
other. 

“They were so kind and tried to 
make me comfortable, one of them 
holding my leg still for what 
seemed like an eternity until the 
ambulance arrived. 

“One man’s wife looked after 
the baby while my daughter tried 
to comfort me. 

“Once the ambulance arrived 
we were taken off to hospital. 

“Two weeks later, 1 am still 
in The Royal London Hospital 
after having surgery on a 
badly broken, tibia, fibula and 
ankle.” 

Mrs Groarke, who works in St 
Elizabeth’s Centre in Much 
Hadham as a care assistant, has 


now had two operations with two 
rods and one plate put into her 
leg. 

She is hoping to leave hospital 
soon, but is regretful she did not 
get the details of the two men and 
contacted the Harlow Star to try 
and find the pair. 

She added: “1 would like if 1 can 
to find these very kind people so 


that 1 can thank them properly for 
their help. It was a very stressful 
situation because 1 was in agony. 

“ 1 didn’t get the chance on the 
day to let them know how much 1 
appreciated their help.”

Developer wants to backtrack on condition for homes deal

A FIRM’S bid to waive their duty to 
provide affordable housing on a new 
development has angered Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon and Councillor Joel 
Charles. 

The Conservative politicians 
expressed concern at the developer’s 
desire to make an off-site financial 
contribution rather than sell nine of 26 
dwellings at a cheaper rate. 

Initial 

Last year Harlow Council approved 
an initial plan for the Suffolk- 
based developer to build around the 
Grade Il-listed Churchgate Hotel, 
which itself is on the market for £1.75 
million. 

A condition of the planning approv¬ 
al was for some of the housing to be 
classed as affordable. 

But last week residents near the Old 
Harlow site received a letter from the 
local authority inviting comments on 
a potential change of plan.

“Old Harlow needs the right mix of 
affordable housing so I have written to 
Harlow Council to raise a formal 
objection. 

“I would urge all Churchgate Street 
residents to do the same.” 

Harlow Council’s development man¬ 
agement committee is expected to 
make a decision on the U-turn in 
September. 

Purchase 

On their application for the amend¬ 
ment, the developer stated the change 
was needed because “no landlords 
showed any interests” to purchase the 
onsite units. 

Mr Halfon said: “We desperately 
need affordable housing for Harlow 
families and that was the original 
intention behind the development.” 

Harlow Council and the developer 
have both been approached for a com¬ 
ment.

Key changes highlighted for Arriva bus users 


A NUMBER of Arriva bus timetable 
changes kicked in for Harlow 
passengers this week.

■ The evening IB service, which 
connects the town centre with Staple 
Tye and Katherines, will be 
incorporated into a new service 1, 
which harmonises the daytime and 
evening routes; 

■ This will also happen to the 
railway station-serving 3A which is 
standardised with the service 3; 


■ The number 5 will be discontinued 
by Arriva, as detailed above; 

■ Latton Bush - Bus Station service 
6A will also no longer run and the 
route will be covered by service 4; 

■ The 418B will change hands to 
Arriva from TrustyBus on Sundays. 
TrustyBus will continue to operate 
the service from Monday to Saturday.

Hospital’s apology after death of 80-year-old Waltham Abbey woman 

The Princess

A SOLICITOR fears Government 
legislation could make a 
courtroom victory over Princess 
Alexandra Hospital impossible to 
replicate. 

The infirmary in Hamstel 
Road, Harlow, apologised and 
settled a claim following the death 
of Waltham Abbey woman Rosa 
Smith three years ago. 

But should a similar situation 
occur in the future, a legal expert 
from Attwaters Jameson Hill said 
they would be toothless to 
respond because of the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposal to begin fixed 
fees. 

Mrs Smith, then in her 80s, was 
hospitalised in October 2014, fol¬ 
lowing a fall. 

After she was about to be dis¬ 
charged from the high-depend¬ 
ency unit she developed gastric 
symptoms. 

Condition 

Her condition then rapidly 
deteriorated and she died whilst 
being reviewed by the critical 
care outreach team. 

Attwaters Jameson Hill, a legal 
firm with offices in Harlow and 
Ware, followed up after being 
approached by Mrs Smith’s son. 

A spokesman said: “Following 
her death, the hospital carried out 
a review and completed a com¬ 
prehensive Root Cause Analysis 
Investigation Report, which noted 
several major issues with her 
care.” 

These included: A failure by 
medical staff to follow the escal¬ 
ation process, the non-responsive¬ 
ness of the on-call doctor and the 
failure to follow oxygen prescrib¬ 
ing guidelines. 

After several months the hos¬ 
pital admitted liability and settled 
the claim. 

Craig Knightley medical neg¬ 


ligence solicitor of Attwaters 
Jameson Hill, who represented 
Mrs Smith’s son, said a proposal 
by Lord Justice Jackson could 
change cases like this. 

The judge recommended there 
should be a limit to legal fees 
where claims for damages are 
worth less than £25,000. 

Mr Knightley said: “We are pas¬ 
sionately opposed to the intro¬ 
duction of fixed fees for cases such 
as this. 

“It is so important to bring evid¬ 


ence of poor treatment to light, to 
enforce better care for the elderly 
and other vulnerable patients and 
raise the bar of what is and isn’t 
acceptable.” 

He added: “Sadly if Lord 
Justice Jackson’s recommenda¬ 
tions are passed, then it will be 
almost impossible to tackle cases 
of this nature in the future, they 
simply will not be viable to invest¬ 
igate, which will lead to injustice 
and potentially even worse care 
for some of the most vulnerable 


people in society.” 

A Princess Alexandra Hospital 
spokesman said: “The trust takes 
any shortfalls in care seriously 
and extends their apology to Mrs 
Smith’s family, and acknowledges 
how difficult and distressing this 
has been. 

Learning 

“The trust and clinical team 
always ensure learning events are 
put in place to ensure quality and 
safety improvements are shared 


and understood. 

“The incident was highlighted 
and investigated immediately and 
quality improvements were put in 
place. In any legal case the time 
lines for liability are not decided 
by the trust. 

“We are aware of the recom¬ 
mended changes, but we are con¬ 
fident that our high standards of 
care and commitment to the 
safety of patients means any mal¬ 
treatment would not be toler¬ 
ated.”

Computer 
error leads 
to teachers’ 
salary woe 

THOUSANDS of staff members 
at primary and secondary 
schools across Essex were not 
paid on time this month after an 
Essex County Council computer 
error, it has been claimed. 

The council have launched a 
full investigation after the 
“internal process failure” and 
have written to all of those 
affected with a full apology. 

An anonymous senior teacher 
said: “This is going to affect 
thousands of people in the 
county. Payments will not be 
paid now until Tuesday. 

“It could affect my mortage 
payment. 

“I am a teacher so we do not 
make a great living.” 

The council believes that as 
many as 20,000 employees may 
have been affected. 

Investigation 

Councillor Louise McKinlay, 
cabinet member for resources, 
said: “We are extremely sorry 
that this error happened and we 
have launched a full 
investigation to understand why 
it occurred and ensure it does 
not happen again. 

“We will offer all the help, 
support and advice we are able 
to provide to affected schools 
employees tomorrow and will 
have a team standing by to deal 
with calls. 

“Because the actual pay date 
for affected employees is 
Saturday, August 26, standing 
orders and direct debits due then 
should be processed on Tuesday 
after the bank holiday, but we 
will be able to advise schools 
employees with any concerns 
they may have.”

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Foodbank boss says credit 
delay top cause of hunger 

Six to seven weeks for new claim is ‘a real challenge’ says manager

A HARLOW Foodbank chief feels 
the time it takes for Universal 
Credit (UC) payments to reach 
claimants is leaving people to go 
hungry. 

But Duncan Craig, the service’s 
satellite centre manager, feels the 
situation is no worse under the 
benefit reform than before, des¬ 
pite fears spread in national 
media. 

His comments follow MP Frank 
Field, chairman of the work and 
pensions select committee, telling 
The Independent that six week 
waiting times associated with UC 
has left many feeling the pinch. 

Mr Craig, 52, said: “There has 
always been 50 per cent of our 
referrals relating to benefit 
related changes. 

“1 would say the number of 
referrals are the same as they 
have been historically. 

“It is taking six to seven weeks 
for the new claim to follow 
through to payments and it is 
causing customers a real chal¬ 
lenge. 

“They are waiting for benefits 
to come through and they are 
having to wait for quite a long 
time. 

“1 do not know why it takes such 
a long time. 

“ It means that our customers 
are having to come to Foodbank to 
cover that month.” 

UC is a single monthly payment 
for people coming in and out of 
work. It amalgamates all previous 
benefits on offer. 

Mr Craig continued: “We have 
not seen a significant increase 
because of Universal Credit. 

“We are having to support 
people for a longer period. 

Credit 

“If there is an increased take-up 
of Universal Credit and it takes 
six to seven weeks to credit (for 
money to come in) it could have an 
impact on Foodbank. 

“We will have to serve them 
before they get the money. The 
local DWP has been good about 
how the roll-out has been timed in 
Harlow.” 

Earlier this year Harlow Food- 
bank reported 3,058 people were 
using the Matching Tye-based ser¬ 
vice to feed their families, an 
increase of 11.4 per cent from the 
year before. 

But, despite this, Mr Craig said 
the service, which is master¬ 
minded by the Michael Roberts 
Charitable Trust, is coping. 

“Thankfully in all of the years 
we have been operating we have 
been able to keep pace with the 
demand,” he added. 

“We are feeding 20,000 people a 
year. We have never been short of 
food. 

“We provide a range of fresh 
vegetables and products for chil¬ 
dren as well. 

“We serve people who are not 
just on benefit claims, sometimes 
they have come off benefits and 
they have a job but are having to 
wait two or three weeks for a 
salary to come in. 

“In that period they have not 
received any money. 

“It does not always cover them 
even though they are doing

College 
hails rise in 
new town 
apprentices 

HARLOW College’s assistant 
principal is proud that a higher 
proportion of young people are 
starting apprenticeships in the 
town than anywhere else in 
Essex. 

Department for Education 
figures have shown a 14 per cent 
rise in people taking an 
apprenticeship in Harlow which 
is seven times as high as the 
national average. 

In 2015/16, 820 people started a 
course, up from 720 the year 
before, which is one of the 
biggest increases in the country. 

Ann King, assistant principal 
of the Velizy Avenue college, 
said: “Demand for 
apprenticeships is strong and we 
continue to recruit apprentices 
providing local people with an 
excellent career opportunity. 

“Many young people are also 
seeing apprenticeships as a real 
alternative to university, as they 
get a chance to earn and learn at 
the same time.” 

Ahead of Public Health 
England opening a science 
campus in the town, Harlow 
College is keen to expand in 
developing STEM subjects. 

The college recently opened 
their £11 million Harlow 
Advanced Manufacturing and 
Engineering Centre. 

Ms King added: “Harlow 
College is committed to 
delivering high quality 
apprenticeships.”

A Department of Work and Pen¬ 
sions spokesman said: “We are 
committed to helping people 
improve their lives. 

“Universal Credit does that by 
providing additional tailored sup¬ 
port not available under the old 
benefit system, and under UC 
people are moving into 
work faster and staying in work 
longer than under the previous 
system. 

“Universal Credit is designed to 
mirror the way most people in 
work are paid, and the vast major¬ 
ity of claimants are confident in 


managing their money. But for 
those who need extra support, 
advances are available.” 

Harlow Foodbank is appealing 
for churches and schools to sup¬ 
port the service through harvest 
festivals. 

They require: Long life milk, 
long life fruit juice, tea bags, 
sugar, squashes, tinned meat, cof¬ 
fee, sponge pudding, tinned rice 
pudding, instant mash potato, 
chocolate bars, tinned tomatoes 
and drinking chocolate (water).

PATTI CAKES (15) 
★★★★★ 


INSPIRED by writer-director Geremy Jasper's 
efforts to break into the New York music scene, 
Patti Cake$ is a crowd-pleasing underdog story, 
which wears its heart on its sleeve. 

This modern day fable about shooting for the 
moon, when everyone is telling you to dream 
smaller, earned standing ovations when it 
premiered at the Sundance Film Festival at the 
beginning of the year. 

The film's unlikely heroine - an overweight 
New Jersey twentysomething with a talent for 
immortalising her day-to-day existence in 
snappy verse - is a diamond in the rough, who 
just needs that one slice of luck to realise her 
potential. 

Every time life beats her down (and in one 
scene, head-butts her and draws blood), she 
gets back to her feet and retaliates with a 
spontaneously crafted barrage of weaponised 
wordplay. 

Jasper penned the songs and he gifts 
melodic dialogue to a small yet perfectly 
aligned cast. 

This star in the making is Patricia 
Dombrowski (Danielle Macdonald), who 
fantasises about public adoration under her 
rapper moniker Killa-P to rival her gold-toothed 
hip hop idol, 0-Z (Sahr Ngaujah). 

Alas, Patricia is stuck in a dead-end job 
tending the bar where her booze-soaked 
mother Barb (Bridget Everett) belts out 1980s 
anthems on the karaoke machine, and locals 
cruelly taunt her plus-size fabulousness by 
calling her Dumbo. 


ESCAPE 

Music is Patricia's escape from crushing 
reality and she composes tight rhymes with her 
best friend, Jheri (Siddharth Dhananjay). 

Barb's musical ambitions as lead singer of a 
glam metal band crumbled to dust many years 
ago. 

When she learns that Patricia intends to 
follow a similar path to stardom, the mother 
pours scorn on her daughter's intentions. 

"You don't have a musical bone in your body 
and you sure as hell can't sing," sneers Barb. 

Undaunted, Patricia forges a creative union 
with a self-anointed Antichrist called Basterd 
(Mamoudou Athie) in the hope of finding the 
perfect beat for her confessional lyrics. 

When her fragile dreams are shattered and 
Patricia turns to her emotional rock, Nana 
(Cathy Moriarty). 

Patti Cake$ exudes a roughly-hewn charm 
that extends to the stellar lead performance 
from up-and-coming Australian actress 
Macdonald. She is irresistible in the lead role. 
Every time Patricia doubts her talents, 
Dhananjay's sidekick is on hand to shake her 
out of the fug. 

Relationships between Patricia and the older 
women are sensitively sketched. 

Hopefulness bumps and grinds with 
emotional hard knocks, reminding us that 
darkness courses beneath the surface of the 
best fairy-tales. 



Something wicked 


THE LIMEHOUSE GOLEM 
(15) ★★★★★ 


D uring an ominous lull 
in Juan Carlos 
Medina’s macabre 
murder mystery set 
on the fog-choted 
streets of Victorian London 
almost a decade before Jack 
The Ripper ran amok, a stage 
actor draws parallels between 
his craft and human nature. 

“We all wear pantomime 
masks, do we not?” he posits. 

Those words resonate with a 
chill throughout The 
Limehouse Golem, a stylish 
battle of wits between Scotland 
Yard and a diabolical serial 
killer, which was originally 
announced with Alan Rickman 
leading the fine ensemble cast. 

In his stead. Bill Nighy brings 
solemnity and gravitas to the 
complex role of a righteous 
police officer, whose career has 
been dogged by rumours that 
“he’s not the marrying kind”. 

It’s a measured and moving 
performance, devoid of the 
deadpan comic shtick that has 
elevated Nighy in the nation’s 
affections, and he beautifully 
conveys his protagonist’s inner 
turmoil, fully aware that he is 
being set up as a scapegoat if 
the killer remains at large. 


Jane Goldman’s script, 
adapted from Peter Ackroyd’s 
novel Dan Leno And The 
Limehouse Golem, uses 
cinematic trickery to keep us 
guessing about the murderer’s 
identity until a big reveal when 
one person’s pantomime mask 
falls with a delicious and 
satisfying thud. 

A series of slayings in the 
back alleys of 1880 s east 
London, attributed to an 
elusive figure nicknamed The 
Golem, baffles Scotland Yard. 

Inspector John Kildare 
(Nighy) is hurriedly promoted 


to lead investigator, primarily 
to take the fall when police fail 
to apprehend a suspect. 

“The public wants blood. The 
Golem provides it,” ruefully 
notes Kildare to Constable 
George Flood (Daniel Mays), 
his sole ally, who is intrigued 
by scurrilous whispers about 
his superior’s sexuality. 

As the case gathers pace, 
evidence focuses attention on 
four prime suspects: journalist 
John Cree (Sam Reid), music 
hall performer Dan Leno 
(Douglas Booth), novelist 
George Gissing (Morgan 


Watkins) and philosopher Karl 
Marx (Henry Goodman). 

Kildare’s gut instinct points 
to Cree. 

He was recently murdered by 
his wife Elizabeth (Olivia 
Cooke) and the inspector 
surmises she glimpsed her 
husband’s dark side and 
poisoned John to end his reign 
of terror. 

Testimony from the Crees’ 
spiteful maid Aveline (Maria 
Valverde) condemns Elizabeth 
to the gallows and Kildare 
races against time to prove his 
theory before the noose 
tightens around the wife’s 
neck. 

The Limehouse Golem 
sustains the element of 
surprise and doesn’t stint on 
blood and gore. 

Nighy is imperious as a 
brilliant yet emotionally 
guarded man, who hopes the 
tricky case will reveal a path to 
personal redemption. 

Cooke is luminous and Mays 
and Booth deliver textured 
supporting performances. 

Period detail is lovingly 
shrouded in shadows and fog 
to provide the killer with the 
perfect cover to commit their 
unspeakable acts of barbarity. 

Something wickedly 
entertaining this way comes.

Want to escape the rat race? Cerys Matthews 
tells MARION McMULLEN how her festival 
is offering something a little different for 
music fans from all over the world 



Cerys Matthews says 
she started the Good 
Life Festival 'so that 
memories can be made' 


A nother new pair of 
shoes or going on a 
bumper shopping spree 
are not top of Cerys 
Matthews' wish list. "I 
want experiences and memories,” 
says the former Catatonia singer 
with a smile. "Value to me is not 
measured in terms of material 
wealth, but in experiences.” 

It's one of the reasons she 
co-founded The Good Life 
Experience Eestival and the one of 
a Idnd event returns next month for 
its fourth year. "We started it so that 
memories can be made,” explains 
Cerys, "whether that's climbing a 
100-year-old oak tree or 
discovering a new act.” 

She laughs: "1 like to compare it 
to the Great British Bake Off mixed 
with Bear Grylls and The Tube 
music show from the 1980s.'' 

People in the UK have already 
had to face many tragedies this 
year like the terror attacks in 
London and Manchester and Cerys 
herself still finds it difficult to talk 
about the horror of seeing the fire 
which destroyed Grenfell Tower. 

The One Show's roving culture 
reporter lives near the 24-storey 
tower block and witnessed the 
blaze. She told BBC Radio 5 Live 
later: "When we saw it in the early 
hours of the morning, the fire 
caught on the fourth floor. The 
flames ripped up the side of the 
building along this cladding.” 

Memories of the night are still 
vivid for Cerys and she admits: "1 
find it hard to talk about. It's tragic 
and awful and we need to put 
pressure on MPs for change.” 

The grim news cycle of 2017 
means there's more reason than 


ever to spend some quality time 
with friends and loved ones. The 
Good Life Experience offers people 
and families the chance to escape 
the rat race for a while and festival 
veteran Cerys says the weekend is 
now attracting people from all over 
the world because it is so different. 

Eor a start there is no VIP area and 
Cerys and celebrity guests like BBC 
Wildlife presenter Kate Humble, 
Children's Laureate Michael Rosen 
and MasterChef winner and 
Wahaca restaurant founder 
Thomasina Miers will be happily 
mingling with festival-goers. 

There is also everything from 
music, literature, craft and design 
and pit cooking to a vintage 1930s 
fairground, cider making and even 
axe-throwing on offer. 

"I don't panic about anything... 
even the weather,” says 48-year-old 
Cerys. "There's a Norwegian saying 
'There's no such thing as bad 
weather just wrong clothing.' 

"I've had a go at the axe-throwing 
- it's just like throwing darts - and 
my 13-year-old, who is part of the 
Snapchat and Instagram 
generation, said last year it was the 
best weekend that they'd ever had.

Cerys Matthews wants to encourage 
families to try something new 


"Instead of playing computer 
games like Minecraft for hours, 
youngsters can learn something 
new, achieve something new. They 
can try archery or bushcraft lessons 
or make pizzas - there's a freedom 
for children. 

"My own favourite childhood 
memory is of running around the 
farm in Wales. It was idyllic, 
country life. And my first festivals 
were the Eisteddfod cultural 
festivals in Wales where there was 
poetry and dance and music.” 

All the performers and 
contributors for the Good Life 
Experience are handpicked and 
American news channel CNN 
recently named it one of the 
world's 16 best summer festivals to 
attend in 2017. 

Mum-of-three Cerys says 
presenting her own Sunday music 
show on BBC Radio 6 Music has 
also inspired her. It is the most 
listened to digital-only show in the 
country and Cerys says: "1 get to 
meet so many interesting people 
like artist Quentin Blake and writer 
Michael Morpurgo and musicians 
who come into the studio. 1 wanted 
to offer festival goers the chance to 
meet wonderful people as well. 
That's why there's no VIP area. 
People just hang out. 

"We've more than 50 craftmakers 
this year doing everything from 
rope-making to pottery. It's a place 
where you can surround yourself 
with like-minded people and, if 
you have not been to a festival 
before, it's a good place to start. 

You won't find herds of drunken 
nutters in a field. It's welcoming 
and gentle.” 

The festival was founded by Cerys, 


Steven Abbott, arts consultant and 
manager of Lang Lang and Max 
Richter and Charlie and Caroline 
Gladstone, founders of online store 
Pedlars and co-authors of The 
Eamily Guide to the Great Outdoors. 

Cerys says: "We had decades of 
event experience between us,and 
were huge fans, but were keen to 
get away from corporate-driven 
festivals. This event sidesteps the 
lust for selfies and the smoke and 
mirrors of celebrity in favour of 
hands-on experience. As Jimi 
Hendrix once said: 'When the 
power of love overcomes the love 
of power the world will know 
peace!'

MOUSTACH 




AS the 20th century 
wore on, moustaches 
fell out of fashion. But 
one particular group 
stayed loyal to the 'tache.. 
sportsmen. Footballers like 
Liverpool and Scotland star Graeme 
Souness, left and cricketers like 
Aussie strike bowler Merv Hughes, 
right, flew the flag for face fuzz. 
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the costume-loving 
animated adventurer 

C HILDREN of the Seventies 
and Eighties will remember 
the plinky plonky music and 
turning wheel of costumes 
that marked the start of Mr 
Benn, arguably one of the gentlest 
but most extraordinary children's 
cartoons ever created. 

"It was Saturday morning in Festive 
Road, coal was being delivered and 
boys were playing with wooden 
swords, everything was very ordi¬ 
nary. This is an ordinary street..." 
intones narrator Ray Brooks at the 
opening of the first episode. Red 
Knight. 

But what happens next is not 
ordinary at all, as Mr Benn, invited to 
a fancy dress party, goes in search of 
a suitable costume. In a back street, 
he finds a fancy dress shop, where "as 
if by magic, the shopkeeper 
appeared” and allows him to try on a 
red suit of armour. 

Over the course of 13 episodes, 
originally shown in 1971 and 1972, 
and then repeated a staggering 42 
times over the next 21 years, Mr Benn 
revisits the shop and has adventures 
that fit whichever costume he's trying 
on, from flying into space, to taming 
a pirate. 

The original Red Knight, in which 
Mr Benn defends a dragon, was not a 
cartoon at all, but a story book that 
children's author and illustrator 
David McKee wrote in 1967. It 
captured imaginations at the BBC, 
who approached David to make a 
series for Watch With Mother. 

As Mr Benn celebrates his 50th 
anniversary, 82-year-old David 
reveals some of the inspirations 
behind the character - and discusses 
the next big (Hollywood) adventure. 

The character of Mr Benn was 
partly inspired by Laurel and 
Hardy and Charlie Chaplin 

"1 TRIED to base him on being a 
nobody in a way, but the people that 
I've loved over the years, like Laurel 
and Hardy and Charlie 
Chaplin and others, they've 
had that same dark suits 
and bowler hats look," 
says David. "When 1 was 
in the cubs, in fact, 1 was in 
a play and 1 had to be a 
detective and wear a 
bowler hat in that, so 
bowler hats have 
been there for quite 
a long time 1 think.” 

The shopkeeper's 
Fez was based on 
one of David's hats 

"1 HAVE quite a few 
hats and somebody 
gave me a Fez at one 
time and 1 just thought, T 
have to use this! Some¬ 
body has to wear thisj 
and of course, when the 
shopkeeper came out, 
there he was with a Fez."

The fancy dress shop was based 
on an antiques shop in Devon 

"IT was a mix of antiques and second 
hand stuff in a back street in 
Plymouth, where nothing ever 
seemed to change and the guy 
obviously wasn't interested in 
selling anything, so something 
else was going on 1 always 
thought. But [the shop] grew out 
of various things, it's difficult to 
say exactly where it came 
from." 

A Mr Benn film and an 
opera are in the works 

"THE libretto [for the opera] is 
written and the Welsh National 
Opera did a production of the 
first part of it. That would be 
really exciting, because every¬ 
body has films, but to have an 
opera, that's a bit special. 

"The film is quite advanced, it's 
more than talk, they've actually got a 
script which people like and 
we're waiting on a day-to-day 
basis to find out if it's likely to go 
ahead, but it will go ahead with 


somebody, 1 think,” says David, 
adding that lack Lemmon would 
have been perfect for the part of Mr 
Benn - or lohnny Depp. 

"I'm not involved at all with it. It's 
like your children; you have to let 
them grow up, watch what they do, 
they can make mistakes, you try to 
guide them. 

Festive Road was named after 
the London street David lived on 

"IN reality it's Festing Road [in 
Putney], and I changed it to Festive 
because Festing doesn't sound too 
good!” he says, adding that in real 
life, he and his family lived at number 
54, next to Mr Benn at number 52. 

"1 have three children and the 
youngest is 52, so the first book 
would have come out when he was 
about two. I've drawn them in that 
first book and I'm looking out of the 
window. 

"The residents wanted to change 
the name of the road to Festive, but 
that was too complicated. But there's 
a walk unnamed at the bottom of 
Festing Road, and they've now 


named that Festive Walk, which is 
amazing." 

David is also famous for the 
Elmer books, Not Now Bernard 
and King Rollo 

"IT'S about this time of year 1 finish 
another picture book - I'm very busy 
working on Elmer at the moment - 1 
do about one a year, so this one will 
be for next year some time. 

"Any time 1 can get to the table to 
draw or get to the easel to paint, 1 do. 
But everybody's lives, especially as 
you get older, seem to get blocked up 
by so many things, like family things 
or VAT, odd stuff, or getting the 
plumber in because something's 
gone wrong in the bathroom." 

David had no previous experience 
in children's TV 

"IT was much simpler back then, 1 
was given a free hand by the BBC, I'd 
never made films before and they 
said, 'How will you make them?' And 
1 said, 'Well I'll ask somebody'. 1 had a 
rough idea about how the films could 
work and not too much animation 


because the budget was very limited. 

"1 did the detailed drawings, which 
we did a lot of camera movement on, 
but it was much more homemade. 

"Television was different, there 
were very few channels at that time. 

"My parents didn't have television. 
About the time Mr Benn was due to 
come out, they would go into a local 
television shop and ask them to put 
the television on to BBC so they 
could watch it." 

There's a little bit of Mr Benn 
in David 

"THERE must be 1 guess because all 
art they say is self-portraiture... 
Certainly in the philosophy, 1 
suppose, because he's not really a 
superhero or anything, he's more of a 
catalyst, or he suggests things and 
just says, 'Why don't you do this?' - 
he's a very quiet kind of hero.”

known facts about 
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With its previous handset now consigned to the dustbin of history, Samsung comes up trumps 



L ET'S forget all about the 
Samsung Galaxy Note?, 
shall we? 

Let's not mention that 
Samsung had to recall it and 
eventually abandon it altogether 
after it was revealed to have a 
tendency to catch fire. 

We don't need to go over all that 
again, and I'm sure Samsung will 
thank us for not mentioning it. 

Let's talk about the Samsung 
Galaxy Note8, instead - an over¬ 
sized phone that you will soon be 
able to buy, and will, Samsung 
assures us, most definitely, not 
explode. 

We know this because of the 
video on Samsung's website in 
which an earnest man explains how 
safe the Galaxy NoteS's battery is. 
“The Galaxy NoteS's battery has 
undergone Samsung's 8-Point 
Battery Safety Check—the most 
rigorous in the industry," says the 
site - we'll give them the benefit of 
the doubt. 

Anyway, now that's out of the 
way, what about the device itself? 
What does it look like, and what can 
it do? 

The most obvious thing to say 
about it, is that it looks very much 
like a big version of Samsung's 
Galaxy S8 smartphone. That is, it 
adopts the attractive and useful 
full-face screen which wraps slightly 
round its edges. Samsung calls this 
an "infinity display'! 

And the display is the Note8's big 
selling point - it's a huge screen at 
6.3 inches, which makes it too big to 
be a phone, but too small to be a 
tablet (but no, let's not call it a 
"phablet'!.. ugh.). 

The Note8 is one on its own and 
really hits something of a sweet spot 
for those people who want both a 
phone and a tablet, but only want 
one device. 

It can work as both, thanks largely 
to the inclusion of the stylus, the S 
Pen. Its tip is obviously smaller 
than a finger, meaning writing 
and drawing are much more 
manageable on a smaller screen. 

By and large the bigger screen 
and the stylus, which has a handy 
storage slot within the Note8, are 
the things that set it apart from the 
smaller mobiles, and it is every bit 
as competent a device as they are. 

It boasts two 12MP cameras on 
the back with optical image 
stabilisation - one wide and one 
telephoto. 

It pulls off a few fancy tricks, like 
being able to adjust the depth of 
field for a nice blurred background 
on portraits, or being able to 
capture two images with both 


lenses at the same time so you can 
have a wide view and a close-up. 

It has the same waterproof and 
dustproof capabilities as its sibling 
phones, Samsung says you can 'take 
it almost anywhere! and you can 
even write on the screen with the S 
Pen when it's wet. 

Samsung says the wireless 
charging that it's been shipping for 
a couple of years has also been 
improved for the Note8, making it 


fast and convenient. 

There's also some nifty facial 
recognition, iris and fingerprint 
scanning options for unlocking the 
phone, and the ability to upgrade 
storage to a 256GB max via an SD 
card slot. 

Finally, there's the Samsung DeX 
technology, which basically allows 
you to attach the phone to a proper 
monitor and use it like a real 
computer, and the inclusion of 


Samsung's home-grown Bixby 
personal assistant - a rival to 
Amazon's Alexa and Apple's Siri. 

The Note8 looks a splendid device 
- the screen size won't be for 
everyone, but those who do like 
something in between a phone and 
a tablet should not be disappointed. 
■ The Samsung Galaxy NoteS 
will cost £869 and will ship in 
mid September.

Fitbit Ionic smartwatch and 
Flyer wireless headphones 


FITBIT has finally revealed its hand in 
the game of smartwatch bingo that 
Apple and Google have been playing 
for a few years now. 

The top-of-the-line Fitbit Ionic 
is a true smartwatch, unlike its 
predecessor the Blaze, as it can run 
third-party apps. 

At launch, some time towards the 
end of September, Fitbit hopes to have 
apps from the likes of Strava and 
Starbucks ready to go. 

Given that it is so late to the dance, 
Fitbit has pulled out all the stops to try 
to claim some kind, any kind, of 
advantage over the watches already 
out there. 

The headline-grabbing feature is 
battery life. 

Despite having a heart-rate sensor, 
built in GPS, and, of course, bluetooth, 
Fitbit claims the Ionic's battery will 
last four days - a lot more than the 
Apple Watch or any Android Wear 
device can manage. 

It'll even run for 10 hours with the 
GPS running, says Fitbit. 

The Ionic's looks are somewhat 
functional, and is made of lightweight 
aluminum and scratch-proof Gorilla 
glass. The super bright screen can be 
seen in direct sunlight. 

Fitbit's undoubted pedigree for 
fitness-tracking wearables will count 
for something. 

Another big difference is the fact 
there's 2.5GB of storage built into the 
device, which means it can store 
around 300 songs - more than 
enough for anyone's workout. 

The Ionic runs a new Fitbit OS, 
which the company says will 
underpin all its wearable effort for 
the foreseeable future. 

Fitbit has big plans to bring much 
more feature-rich content to the 
watch, including a lot more guided 
workouts. 

At £299 it costs more than a Series 1 
Apple Watch, so it needs to be good. 

Fitbit has also launched a pair of 
wireless earbuds to go with the Ionic 
- called Fitbit Flyer they cost £109 and 
claim to offer 'premium' sound.

Flavia Cacace met her husband Jimi Mistry 
on Strictly Come Dancing and tells MARION 
McMullen they are now gym buddies too 


Does your husband, actor 
Jimi Mistry, share your love of 
exercise? 

(LAUGHS) He loves exercise and 
he's always in the gym. We have a 
gym at our house, we are very lucky, 
so there is nothing to stop us. Jimi is 
really into his gym workouts and it's 
right there for us, so there is no 
excuse whatsoever. 

What does your fitness routine 
involve? 

EVEN when 1 am not dancing, 1 go 
to the gym and take my dogs for long 
walks, like two or three hours a day. 

1 like to keep active and fit and 1 
do weights and exercise, but nothing 
compares to the physicality of 
dance. It's such a great exercise 
performing and it's very difficult to 
replicate that. I've been using those 
muscles again in rehearsals for the 
new tour (chuckles). We're in a 
world of pain, basically. 

You famously partnered 
celebrities such as astrologer 
Russell Grant during your time 
on Strictly Come Dancing. Did 
you have any idea how big the 
dance show would become? 

NOT really. It seems like a lifetime 
ago now. When we joined the show 
it was still relatively unknown and 
the size of it, well 1 don't think 
anyone, the dancers and the 
producers, were aware of how big it 
would become. 

1 wasn't aware of it until it 
happened and even then we were so 
engrossed in choreographing and 
rehearsing for the show that we were 
totally oblivious to it. 

Now it's a different thing and 


everybody knows if you perform on 
that show people are going to know 
who you are. 1 suppose when we 
started we were all a little naive. 

Do you have time to watch 
Strictly these days? 

IT'S difficult while on tour. You 
always hear from someone though 
about what is happening, but 1 don't 
sit and watch religiously. 

The Last Tango tour in 2016 
with your dance partner Vincent 
Simone was planned to be your 
farewell tour. What changed your 
minds? 

(LAUGHS) We say this is going to be 
the last tour every year. It's such 
hard work putting these shows 
together and we've done three tours 
now, which means six months 
touring at a time. 

Tango Moderno is going to be the 
last theatre tour. In January we met 
with our producer and we knew we 
were going to have six months off 
first and mentally we knew we were

probably going to be feeling pretty 
good. We were quite tired after the 
last West End run and we thought 
this would be very different, more 
minimal (laughs). But the show has 
evolved. 

How did you and Vincent first 
meet? 

WE met when we were teenagers. 1 
must have been about 16 and he was 
17, something along those lines. We 
were very young. 

It's quite mad really, your life 
changes so much, but we have been 
dancing together now for 22 years. 

We are both originally from Italy 
and there was a form of contact 
there from the start just with the 
language. The dancing has kept our 
friendship going. We love dance and 
we love what we do. 

Does it get any easier for you 
both putting together a new 
show? 

IT is a mental challenge after so 
many years of choreographing and 
putting routines together. 

We have done so many dance 
steps together after 22 years and 
there is not all that much that we 


haven't done, but we still have that 
sense of creativity. Physically it's just 
wear and tear on your feet and back 
and muscles. You feel it a little bit 
more. It's a challenge. 

Was it a highlight winning the 
Strictly Glitterball trophy with 
gymnast Louis Smith before you 
left? 

VINCE and 1 felt that was the right 
time for us to move on and do other 
things. 

We both made it to the final that 
year and 1 was lucky to take the 
Glitterball. It was the cherry on the 
cake really to leave and have that 
positive memory, but definitely for 
us it was the right time to go. 

Any plans for after the tour? 

WE are looking at other dance 
projects, but it might take some time 
to get them up and running. 

We're looking at a potential dance 
film and various other ideas, but it's 
hard to do anything at the moment 
when we are so busy with the tour. 

What about your new skill as a 
dog groomer? 

(Laughs) 1 had a six-month break 
from touring and 1 fancied trying my 
hand at something new, something 1 
knew would challenge me. 

1 have two dogs of my own at 
home and 1 am involved with a dog 
charity so it made sense. 

1 was going to do a course, but 
then decided to do the City & Guilds 
exam. It was quite challenging, quite 
hard work, but 1 had a great time 
and 1 can keep practising on my two 
cockapoos and the dogs at the 
charity. 

It's something 1 find really 
enjoyable and completely different 
to everything else 1 do.

THE first day at school is a 
milestone in your child's life, but 
it can be daunting for children as 
well as parents. 

As well as a learning a new 
routine, it's probably the first 
time children will spend a long 
time away from parents. 

A little preparation could make 
it easier for you both to cope. 

PREPARING THEM FOR SCHOOL... 

Let them know what to expect: 

Introduce your child to the idea 
of full-time school in advance, 
perhaps by reading them books 
about what they can expect from 
their first day. 

Alternatively, CBeebies online 


documentary series Time for 
School helps little ones to 
capture "the excitement of 
school adventures”. There are 14 
episodes, all told from a child's 
perspective. 

Talk to them about school rules: 

Some children might get 
confused or feel overwhelmed, 
so make them aware of what 
kinds of rules they should expect 
- for example, what it means 
when the school bell rings or 
why they should line up when 
the teachers ask them to. 

Parenting website mumsnet. 
com says: "Reassure them and 
tell them to keep an eye on what 


the kids around them are doing." 

Similarly, make your child 
aware that their daily routine will 
be changing. 

If your child has been to 
nursery - and they are used to 
you picking them up at lunch 
time - talk to them about how 
this will change.

50g smoked lardons;200g 
celeriac, peeled and 
chopped; lOOg leeks, 
trimmed, chopped and 
rinsed; 2 carrots, peeled and 
chopped; 2 celery sticks, 
chopped;! onion, chopped;

2. Add a splash more oil 
to the casserole, if 
necessary, then add the 
lardons and saute until 


they have rendered their 
fat and are well 
coloured. Add celeriac, 
leeks, carrots, celery, 
onion and tomato 
puree, and continue 
sauteing for one to two 
minutes. Sprinkle in the 
flour and stir for a 
minute to cook out the 
raw flavour. 

3. Add the wine and 
juniper berries, stirring 
to deglaze the pan, and 
boil until the wine 
reduces by half. Add the 
stock and bouquet 
garni, then return the 
sausages and any 
cooking juices to the 
casserole. Cover and 
leave to simmer over a 
medium heat for 20 
minutes, or until all the 
vegetables are tender 
and flavours blended. 

4. Halve, core and chop 
the apples. 

5. Adjust seasoning, if 
necessary, then stir in 
chestnuts and apples 
and warm through. 

6. Serve with fresh 
tagliatelle flavoured 
with freshly cracked 
black pepper.

M ichelin-starred 

chef Tom Kitchin is on 
a mission to get us all 
eating more game. His 
new book. Meat & 
Game, is stuffed with tantalising 
recipes for partridge, grouse and 
pigeon, as well as rabbit and 
venison, that should inspire us to 
go wild and try new things in the 
kitchen. 

Tom, 40, who runs The Kitchin 
restaurant and The Scran & 
Scallie pub in Edinburgh, says 
game isn't too tricky to cook, 
even though it will probably 
impress your guests. 

"I've tried to make it as 
accessible as possible, so the 
person reading the book says, 

'Do you know? I can do that! 

"And how much of a show-off 
that is... You have a dinner party 
and you knock up a bit of rabbit, 
a bit of wild buck, and they're 
like, 'Wow!' 

"I think about my mum too - 
every year, someone would give 
her a brace of pheasants and, 
more often than not, they'll end 
up in the freezer. 

"In the back of her mind, she's 
like, 'Oh God, I've got to do 
something with pheasant' and 
she's got one recipe, pheasant 
casserole, which is nice, you 
know, but there are so many 
different things she could do 
with that pheasant." 

So there's recipes for potted 
pheasant, Asian poached 
pheasant, pheasant cock-a- 
leekie, barbecue pheasant and 
even pheasant and partridge 
scotch eggs. 

Tom believes game has had a 
bit of a tough time - seen as 
simply the preserve of those who 
go on shooting parties, but wants 




to reclaim it as meat for 
everyone. He's pleased that game 
is starting to be recognised as a 
healthier meat alternative too. 

"People are starting to 
understand that eating venison is 
accessible, it's so lean, it's so 
tasty, it's not too expensive... It's 
about getting out there and 
getting it." 

Tom has four boys, Kasper, 
nine. Axel, seven, and identical 
twins Lachlan and Logan, who've 
just turned four, with his Swedish 
wife Michaela, who is also his 
business partner. 

"They're real foodies. They've 
been brought up in the 
restaurant, especially the first 
one - my wife was answering the 
phone and taking bookings 
rocking the Maxi-Cosi (car seat) 
at her feet. That's the way it was 
back then." 

He takes the boys foraging and 
says: "I love to get the kids to 
understand that when something 
comes into season, that's when 


we're going to eat it. 

"So when it's the start of the 
asparagus season, 'Right guys, 
come on, we're going to have 
asparagus tonight! or the first 
strawberries. They understand 
seasonality a little bit." 

Tom admits balancing work 
and home life is a "juggling act'! 
but says his secret is not living in 
London. 

"I lived in London for many 
years, I see my friends who live 
there and think to myself, 'No 
thanks! I'm really happy here in 
Edinburgh, it's like a 
manageable-size city." 

There's no "crazy 
romantic story" to how 
Tom became a chef - 
he got a job washing 
dishes in a local pub at 
14 for pocket money 
and "just loved the 
adrenaline of the 
kitchen'! 

"I didn't really like 
school, I wasn't very 


good at it, so I wanted out as 
quickly as possible," he says. 

"Back then, cooking wasn't 
rock and roll like it is now, like 
when you said to your mum and 
dad you want to leave school at 
16 and be a chef, it really wasn't 
what they were planning I guess. 
I'm just amazed that they 
supported me. 

"I met really good people, but I 
worked incredibly hard, I don't 
know where I got this gritty 
determination to keep going... I 
just wanted to work for the best 
chefs in the world, which 
obviously was quite gruelling, 
but I wouldn't be 
doing what I'm doing 
today if it wasn't for 
that."

I MAKE no apology for talking 
about fizz this week. I know, 
there isn't any particular 
reason to celebrate, but if 
you can't enjoy a glass of 
fizz now and again then 
life would be a bit dull. 

My favourite wine of 
the summer has been 
Lidl's Cremant de 
Bourgogne (£7.99) which 
has picked up a few 
awards and lots of 
popular praise. Sadly it 
won't be on the shelves after 
September as new seasonal 
wines will take its place, but I'll 
be buying a few bottles before 
then! 

I love cremant, which is a 
French sparkling wine made in 
the same traditional way as 
champagne; so you can sip a

wonderful complex fizz but not at 
champagne prices. If you don't 
know what I mean by 
"traditional" then this is what 
happens. 

A base wine is made from the 
chosen grapes, then the wine is 
added to a bottle with yeast and 
sugar where a second 
fermentation takes place. 

Carbon dioxide is produced by 
this fermentation, producing the 
bubbles we all love. The longer 
the yeast is left in contact with 
the wine after fermentation, the 
more complex flavours become. 


Cremant appears in various 
guises including Cremant de 
Loire, Cremant de Bourgogne, 
Cremant de Limoux and Cremant 
de Bordeaux. 

There's a good selection of 
cremant wines in UK stores, 
but so many people I've 
^ spoken to just aren't aware 
li of them. 

Here's a handful to seek 
out. 

LaCheteau Cremant de 
Loire Rose (£14.99, 
Ocado, 12% abv) is a fizz 
delight with raspberry and 
red fruit aromas and 
flavours. It is made from 
cabernet franc grapes 
sourced from Anjou and Touraine 
in the Loire Valley. It's lovely and 
dry too. 

Staying in Ocado, Arthur Metz 


Cremant d'Alsace (£14.99,12% 
abv) is created from pinot blanc 
grapes and delivers a flurry of 
fine bubbles with notes of fresh 
apples and pears and dried, crisp 
apples with fruity intensity. 

Exguisite Cremant du Jura 
(£7.99, Aldi, 12% abv) is a 
stalwart buy of mine. Made 
entirely from chardonnay, it has 
a good crispness of green apples 
with a steady flow of bubbles. 

■ I'LL move away from 
cremant and suggest a 
couple of extra ways to put 
bubbles in your life. 

Pata Negra Vintage 
Cava (Aldi, 11.5% abv) is 
one of 24 wines newly 
arrived in Aldi and, just 
like cremant, cava is made 
in the traditional way. 


This wine's translation means 
'the best of the best' and at 
£6.99 you can't complain. It has 
notes of butter, honey, squidgy 
apples and has a creamy 
mouthfeel. 

Finally, it was apt that I shared 
a couple of glasses of G.H. 

MUMM Le Rose Champagne 
(RRP £45, widely available, 
12% abv) with my daughter. 

It's not often we share mummy 
time as we live so far apart and 
this champagne was a spot-on 
way to celebrate. Vanilla, red 
fruits, a subtlety of bramble 
fruits and a hint of toast combine 
in this elegant champagne blend 
of pinot noir (60%) chardonnay 
and pinot meunier. 

Have a fizztastic week.

4 partridge breasts, skinned; 
olive oil; butter for 
spreading; 4 sourdough bread 
slices; 2 hard-boiled free-range 
eggs, sliced; 8 pancetta rashers, 
cooked until crispy; watercress 
sprigs; 4 slices Cheddar cheese - 
Tom's cheese of choice comes 
from the Isle of Mull, but any 
strong Cheddar would do; sea salt 
and freshly cracked black pepper 
For the onion compote: 

50g butter; olive oil; 2 white 
onions, sliced; 1 garlic clove, finely 
chopped; 2tsp thyme leaves 

METHOD 

1. Heat a well-seasoned 
saute or frying pan with a lid 
over a medium-high heat, 
then add the butter with a 
splash of oil. When the butter 
is foaming, add the onions. 


garlic and thyme and season. 

2. Cover with a wet piece of 
greaseproof paper, put the lid 
on, turn heat to very low and 
leave the onions to sweat for 
20-25 minutes until very 
tender. Transfer to a plate 
and set aside to cool. 

3. 'The onion compote is 
ready to use as soon as it is 
made, or it can be stored in a 
covered container in the 
fridge for up to three days.

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F rom the moment the waiter 
set fire to the bar, we knew we 
were in for a good night. One 
minute, we were sitting 
enjoying the ambiance of 
Miami's Baoli restaurant, the next, 
the party erupted sending the lights 
flickering to the beat of Kanye West's 
song. Gold Digger. 

The experience was the first of 
many firsts for me on the eve of 
leaving America's 'cruise capital of 
the world' on board Norwegian 
Cruise Line's Norwegian Getaway. 

I'll admit 1 had preconceptions, 
mainly based on my dad's samey 
collection of photo albums featuring 
him wearing a tux on the stairs of a 
grand ship. 

But to me, the Getaway felt 
different somehow, and as we left the 
port doing a zumba routine on the 
dance floor of the top deck during 
the sail-away celebrations, 1 was 
already starting to warm to the 
experience. 

Our journey, which began in 
Miami, took us across the Western 
Caribbean stopping at Roatan in 
Honduras, Harvest Caye in 
Belize and Mexico's Costa Maya 
and Cozumel. 

The first day spent crossing 
the Atlantic Ocean into the 
Caribbean Sea provided the 
chance to explore the 'floating 
resort,' which boasts 27 dining 
options, 22 bars and lounges, 
spa suites, waterslides, children's 
creche, fitness centre, casino, rope 
park, theatres and even a nightclub. 

With almost 4,000 guests on board 
the expansive ship, it was easy to 
forget we were at 
sea, but for the 
obligatory towel 
animal that 
greeted us in our 
cabin at the end 
of each day. 

Our arrival in 
Roatan saw us 
taken on a 
guided bus tour, 
stopping at 
various parts of 
the island. Part 
of the huge 
Mesoamerican 
Barrier Reef (the 
second largest worldwide after 
Australia's Great Barrier Reef), it's 
known for its beaches, dive sites and 
marine life and has fast become an 
important cruise ship, scuba diving 
and eco-tourism destination. 

In true tourist fashion, we watched 
as the locals made coconut bread 
and coconut candy and others 
performed a traditional dance to 
celebrate their freedom from slavery. 

We also took a boat trip and saw 
some of the aftermath of Hurricane 
Mitch -one of the deadliest 
hurricanes - which wreaked havoc 
and chewed up ships in its wake back 
in 1998. 

The following day saw us sail into 
Harvest Caye - a 75-acre oasis in 
Southern Belize and the latest jewel 
in NCL's crown, which opened to 
visitors in November last year. 

The cruiseliner shelled out millions 
for the "exclusive piece of paradise" 
which boasts a 15,000 sq ft pool - one 
of the largest in the Caribbean - 
complete with a swim-up bar. 

There's a shopping village, salt 
water lagoon for water activities, zip 
wire and 500ft private cabana beach 



for those willing to fork out hundreds 
to lounge in luxury. 

While we were there, plans were in 
the pipeline to operate open shuttles 
and water taxis and run snorkelling 
trips and excursions from the 
man-made port. Eco-activities and 
interactive wildlife programmes have 
since been launched. 

The 400 people who work at 
Harvest Caye are all locals in a bid to 
"create a Belize experience.” 

Frank Del Rio, president and chief 
executive officer of Norwegian Cruise 
Line Holdings Ltd said: "We have 
worked closely with the government 
of Belize to ensure that this 
spectacular destination was 
authentic for our guests, provided 
economic opportunities for the local 
community and preserved and 
protected Belize's incredible natural 
beauty.” 

However, much like a theme park, 
they operate the island on a pretty 
much 9-5 basis. 

Be warned, too, food and drink 
packages on board the cruise liner do 
not apply on the island. 

Costa Maya was our next stop - a 


small tourist region that thrives off 
the footfall from the cruise ships. 

We took a shuttle truck to the 
village and found a choice of 
beachside bars, all proudly offering 
free WiFi. 

For $20 you can even have an 
hour-long relaxing beach massage. 

The area is generally undeveloped 
but has been growing rapidly after 
the construction of the pier to 
accommodate the ships. 

Plenty of locals are making the 
most of this, relentlessly selling their 
wares, even to sunbathers. 

But don't be scared to haggle for a 
bargain as even during a flip-flop 
emergency, 1 wasn't willing to pay 
the $25 the trader was trying to 
charge me. You can't blame a guy for 
trying though. It was onto Cozumel 
next, an island whose many visitors 
flock to scuba dive and snorkel.

But before 1 could experience for 
myself what all the fuss was about, 
our adrenaline was pumped up on 
the ATV jungle tour as we razzed 
around on off-road quad bikes for a 
while before a more calmer 
afternoon with the fish. 

It was fascinating watching as 
swarms of tropical fish darted around 
us frantically snapping up food from 
our tour guide. We also spotted 
several starfish beneath the waves. 

Leaving the Caribbean Sea and 
heading back to Miami allowed more 
opportunity to indulge in what the 
ship had to offer. 

We (briefly) endured the chilling 
temperatures of the ice bar, watched 
the production of Million Dollar 
Quartet and relaxed at the spa. 

There were magic shows, duelling 
pianos, a comedy club, salsa dancing 
and a plethora of other activities to 


get involved in... so there was no time 
to get bored. 

As a mum, it was easy to see the 
appeal of cruising, with teenage clubs 
and childcare facilities available right 
up until the early hours. 

It's also handy having a pre-paid 
food and beverage card to save 
having to carry cash around. 

In what felt like a whirlwind, we 
were back on dry land after docking 
back in Miami. 

But before we flew home, there was 
time to explore the city and visit Little 
Havana - home to Miami's thriving 
Latino community. 

Cubans began migrating to Florida 
in the 1950s but their numbers 
swelled after Fidel Castro came to 
power in 1959, and in the 1960s the 
area was named Little Havana.

R oald Dahl was named the 
greatest storyteller of all 
time in a recent 
nationwide poll, beating 
Dickens, Shakespeare and JK 
Rowling. 

The country's favourite 
author has enduring appeal, 
with Downton Abbey star Hugh 
Bonneville currently honing his 
Welsh accent as he prepares to 
play him in a new film focusing 
on Dahl's marriage to the 
Oscar-winning actress Patricia 
Neal, with whom he 
had five children. 

Work is also under 
way to turn a former 
sweetshop - now a 
Chinese takeaway - in 
Cardiff, that inspired 
some of the author's 
most famous plots, 
into a holiday rental, 
where book-lovers can imagine 
the scene of a childhood prank;

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Summer is coming to 
a close and autumn is 
looming... but it's still 
an exciting time in the 
garden as you collect 
the seeds you need 
for next year's planting 

A utumn is looming... 

and it's time to 
collect seeds for 
next year's planting 
The August bank 
holiday weekend 
announces that 
summer is drawing 
to a close, and soon it will be back to 
school season with its autumnal tints 
in the trees. 

But it's still a busy time in the 
garden, so there's plenty to keep you 
occupied. 

Many plants are at the peak of their 
energy - growing, blooming or setting 
seed - making it a good time to take 
samples and increase your stock. 

Seed collection is best done on a 
dry day. 

Arm yourself with some small 
brown envelopes and a pen to label 
what you collect. 

Seeds for spring sowing can be 
stored somewhere cool and dry, but 
not in your airing cupboard which is 
too warm. 

Some seeds, such as astrantia, 
foxglove, angelica, aquilegia, 
meconopsis, primula, delphinium 
and orlaya, can be planted straight 
away. 

You can now take cuttings from 
many tender herbaceous perennials, 
including salvias, osteospermum, 
fuchsias, pelargoniums and 
agyranthemums. Select a piece of new 
growth which isn't flowering and cut 
just above a leaf. 

Generally, the rule for cuttings is to 
do it early in the morning and 
immediately pop the cutting into a 
plastic bag to retain moisture until 
you pot them up. However, with 
pelargoniums you can let the cutting 
dry out a bit for a couple of days so 
that the end of the cutting forms a bit 
of a callus. This will help your cutting 
survive. 

You can also do heel cuttings now 
- for example, with rosemary you pull 



a side shoot from a main stem with a 
small heel of bark attached. 

Tender indoor plants, such as 
African violets. Begonia rex and 



succulents, can be successfully raised 
by cutting a leaf and inserting it into 
compost. 

Carnation lovers can increase their 
stock by using the technique of 
layering. 

Choose a healthy side shoot which 
isn't flowering, bend it over without 
snapping the stem and peg firmly into 
the ground with some wire. Cover the 
stem with soil, and water in. 

As the ground is nicely warm from 
the long days of summer, it's a great 
time to get planting for next year. 

Get your biennials into their final 
flowering position. Biennials are those 
plants which have a two-year cycle - 


putting on leaf growth for the first year 
and sending up a shoot of flowers the 
next, after which they set seed and die. 

Examples are wallflowers, sweet 
Williams, honesty, foxgloves and 
forget-me-nots. 

Either you will have sown their 
seeds earlier this summer or if not, 
you can buy stock from your local 
nursery or garden centre. 

Perennials which have finished 
flowering are often at reduced rates, 
and at this time of year they can be 
divided up into a couple of smaller 
plants, giving you even better value. 

Keep an eye out for late summer 
flowering perennials, such as rud- 


beckias, chrysanthemums and asters, 
which could give you lots of colour 
right through to November. 

If you still have time on your hands, 
get out your secateurs or shears. It's 
always sad to remove the fading 
blooms of lavender but it's essential to 
stop the bush getting straggly. 

You don't need to throw the clip¬ 
pings on your compost heap - keep 
them indoors while they dry out and 
enjoy their scent. 

You can also prune climbing and 
rambling roses if they have finished 
flowering, and it's your last chance to 
summer prune back those long wispy 
bits of wisteria. 



Lay the ground for sweet peas 


■ Sweet pea lovers - it's 
time to make your selection 
of varieties for next year. 
They're best sown from late 
September through early 
October to get a head start 
for next spring. 

■ September starts this 
week and light levels are 
beginning to drop. House 
plants will start to require 
less watering and feeding 
from now on. 

■ As growth decreases,

heighten the blade on your 
lawn mower. Reseed any 
worn patches. 

■ Consider sowing hardy 
annuals for next year. The 
benefit of sowing now or 
early autumn will be an 
earlier display next spring. 
This won't be suitable for 
half-hardy or tender 
annuals and even your 
hardy sowings may need a 
little bit of protection in a 


very harsh winter. Suitable 
candidates include lunaria 
(honesty), poppies, nigella 
(love-in-a-mist) and 
cornflowers. 

■ Treat any vine weevil 
infection with nematodes 
- this treatment works 
most effectively while the 
soil is still warm. 

■ Purchase your narcissi 
Paperwhites for the 
purpose of forcing indoors 
in time for Christmas.

Q l wonder if you can help me, I have a 
Boston ivy in my garden. It is very 
overgrown and has got guite out of hand. Can 
you tell me how I can safely kill it off without 
damaging the other shrubs nearby? 

Mr L Carvell 

A If you want to get rid of all your Boston ivy, 
you will need to cut the stems right back to 
the base and then either dig up the stump or 
apply some glyphosate weedkiller on to the 
stump. This should not affect any of your 
other shrubs. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


CROCOSMIA JACKANAPES 


For a fanfare of bright 
colours in the border at 
this time of year, you 
can rely on Crocosmia 
to provide the fire¬ 
works. 

Also sometimes 
known as Montbretia, 
this cormous perennial 
is low maintenance and 
easy to grow. Plant in 
full sun or partial shade 
in moist, well drained 
soil, preferably with a 
bit of shelter - it 


flourishes in the damp 
hedgerows of Cornwall 
and south west Ireland. 
'Jackanapes' is a cheeky 
chap with a flourish of 
yellow/orange and red 
flowers but with a tidier 
and more compact 
habit than some of the 
larger varieties such as 
'Lucifer'. Flowering can 
diminish if the plant 
gets congested, so lift 
and divide if needs be 
in spring.

I t seems incredible that the 
Ford Mondeo is celebrating 
its 25th ‘silver wedding’ 
anniversary this year and is 
still going strong while in 
the intervening years many rival 
models have come and gone 
never to be seen again. 

When the Mondeo first arrived 
in 1992 it was immediately 
dubbed the ideal reps’ car - 
hence the nickname Mondeo 
Man’s car - but over the years 
motoring styles and tastes have 
changed yet with repeated 
upgrades and added new 
technology on board it still 
remains a commendable 
contender in the mid-size family 
car sector. 

Ford has always produced 
sporty versions of models they 
have made over the years and 
the Mondeo was no different 
with the introduction in early 
2000 of the go-faster ST editions. 

It certainly motored as they 
say with its three-litre V6 petrol 
engine pushing out 226bhp 
propelling the car from 0 to 
62mph in 6.6 seconds and with a 
top speed of 155mph but that 
power train was dropped and the 


last Mondeo ST was back in 2005 
driven by a 2.2-litre four-cylinder 
153bhp turbo diesel engine 
capable of accelerating from 0 to 
62mph in8.2 seconds and with a 
top speed of 140mph. 

So after a gap of a few years 
the ST is back in the Mondeo 
line-up (Ford’s now call all such 
models as ST-Line) and it’s 
powered by a two-litre turbo 
diesel pushing out 178bhp and 
even for the first time with 
all-wheel-drive. 

In five-door format and with 
Ford’s excellent Powershift 
Automatic gearbox on board it 
will accelerate from 0 to 62mph 
in 9.3 seconds with a claimed top 
speed of 140mph and return a 
combined average fuel 
consumption of 53.3mpg. 

This particular model (tested 
here) is not cheap though 
coming in at £29,795 which begs 
the question of who would have 
ever thought back in the 
Nineties that the humble 
Mondeo man’s reps’ car would 
cost such a staggering amount of 
money! 

But look closely at what you 
get for your money and in 
today’s new car market place it 
has to be said that’s extremely 


good value for that price with so 
much high tech kit on board plus 
loads of in-built safety features 
and much more. 

The ST-Line models always 
stand out from the normal 
versions and the Mondeo is no 
different with suspension 
making it sit 10mm lower, 
chunky style body kit, 
honeycomb grille, rear spoiler, 
aluminium foot pedals for the 
driver and inside loads of red 
seat stitching on the really 
comfortable supporting seats 


and there’s a dark roof liner 

The standard kit is highly 
impressive too and that includes 
LED daytime running lights. 
Ford’s SYNC 3 with eight-inch 
touch screen for the driver, plus 
a DAB navigation system, cruise 
control with speed limiter, hill 
launch assist and double zone 
temperature control and much 
more. 

The model normally comes 
with 18-inch alloy wheels as 
standard but the test car rode on 
19-inch (£550 option) and it 


certainly helped towards a more 
refined ride while overall the 
two-litre engine and that 
outstanding automatic gearbox 
makes for a really good driving 
experience. 

Yes, it can be driven in a 
sporty manner which is what 
most ST buyers would want but 
it does it in such a subtle 
manner (quiet too) while as so 
often with turbo diesel engine 
today there’s a good, instant 
response at mid range speeds for 
quick, sensible overtaking. 

With Ford’s traditional light 
but responsive steering on board 
it’s a pleasant car to drive 
whether through heavy 
stop-start city traffic has 1 
encountered twice through 
central London and equally 
offers a perfectly smooth and 
fast drive out on the motorway. 

The list of options an ST-Line 
can have on board is quite 
extensive but 1 do think that a 
car costing the best part of thirty 
grand should have as standard 
on board blind spot monitoring 
system (an extra £500), rear view 
camera (another £250) and 
privacy glass (£200) as most of 
the rivals do at this level. 

The test car also had an 


exclusive paint job - called Ruby 
Red - and nice though it looked 
when parked in the driveway at 
£825 a go 1 think if 1 was buying 1 
would probably give that one a 
polite miss! 

In terms of fuel consumption 
like all modern day turbo diesel 
powered cars this Mondeo 
ST-Line was impressive 
returning 51.1 mpg (fairly close 
to the official combined figure of 
53.3mpg) and C02 is a reasonable 
138 g/km for such a powerful, 
sporty car. 

Obviously, as most motorists 
know, there are cheaper new 
Mondeo versions available but 
for those wanting some of that 
Ford sports heritage like those of 
yesteryear won’t be 
disappointed. 

Overall it’s well worth the 
money, particularly the test car 
with its all-wheel-drive which 
does make a difference driving 
in tricky torrential wet 
conditions as 1 encountered. 

Yes, all the old jokes about 
Mondeo Man are long gone and 
of all the engines now offered 
with this latest incarnation the 
two-litre turbo diesel is an ideal 
choice in my book.
